It* Operation Has Been a Grand Success- An 
Exceptional Price Obtained for 

Its Product. 

Duncan, - ' "^0,— (Special) — A tueet- 
infi of tbe pairons of the Cowichan 
creamery was held at Duncan yesterday, 

on the occasion of the visit of Mesarp. 
Ruddick A; .Marker to Duncan. The 
president, Mr. W. P. Jaynes, took the 
chair, there being si.xty people present. 
The secretary rejiorted that the output 
of July, four weeks, was 5,055 pounds of 
butter at an expense of 2j.j cents per 
pound for hauling the milk to the cream- 
ery and 2' J cents for inannfaetiiring, inci- 
dental exjieiises and marketing. The 
prOHident said that the creamery though 
handicaiiped by starting operations at 
the beginning of .Iiiiie, when butter was 
more iilenlifnl tlian at any other sea.'ion, 
had never Hold at leas than L'O cents and 
had obtained a good reputation and 
about two cents more than at'v other 
creamery in British CoI',:i i bi.,. He 
thought, he said, that to build u]i a good 
reputation and to have more orders by 
far than they could fill for the past four 
weeks was a very creditable showing in- 
deed. After some discussion on various 
(Uaails, tbe president called on Mr. Rud- 
dick. 

Mr. Ruddick stated that he was not 
given to flattering anybody, but be had 
to say that there was an excellent plant, 
creamery and location, and frnni what 
he had just lieard he felt sure tliat tlio 
patrona of this creamery had received 
ttiia sea.=ori more per pound than the 
patrons of any t;reamery in Canada. He 
lio|)ed that the ])iitron8 would continue 
to believe in co-operation and to keep 
the creamer}' going. He also tu'ged them 
to select and weed out their stock, feed 
it well all the year round and jealously 
guard the reputation and the excellence 
of their output. 

Mr. Hadwen moved that this meeting 



take tne opportunity of publicly thank- 
ing Mr. C. Marker for his invaluable 
services in assisting in the establish- 
ment ot this creamery and its running 
during the time he was here. He said

The only advantage you possess 
over the threadworn arguments of "Ne- 
vada" Jones and "AVindy" iStewart, 
with which tons of aenatoiial reports 
have been weighted, is that you make 
your dissertation somewhat briefer than 
theirs. 

You were horn after Lincoln made his 
Coopi^r Institute speech. You were a 
babe in arms when secession fired its 
cannon ujion Sumter. What good is it 
for you to tell us about what JefTeraon 
and Jackson thought about finance? 
They knew nothing about the fin- 
ancial conditions and necessities 
of the American people of this 
generation. The general merits 
or otherwise of bimetallism or mono- 
tallism in abstract are not the vital 
questions that afilict us to-day. What 
might have been properly considered in 
detail in the coinage act of 187;; or the 
resumption bill of 1875, is one thing; but 
what ia wise to consider now in view of 
the present surroundings and con- 
ditions ia wholly different. TTie present 
aufleriugs of oiir people are caused by 
events that have occurred within the 
past twenty years, and need to be treated 
from the present standpoin t ami wholly 
with reference to the future. We need a 
safe and smooth road from our existing 
wilderness of difficulties to a future of 
prosperity and consequent contentment. 

Our ordinary currency is abundantly 
good for present jjurjioseB, and the only 
thing needed immediately is a condition 
of conlldcnce in liiiancial aflairsthat will 
set the mill wheels in motion aod in- 
crease the employment of labor. Give 
us only that and every other good thing 
will follow. 

Industry Is the basis of our national 
prosperity, and nothing is more certain 
than that general prosperitj' of the peo- 
l)le iiromptH the generous emjdoynient 
of labm'. These questions are governed 
by natui'til lawa just as certain in their 
operation as those which cause day to 
follow niLdit and sunshine hi follow 
hlorm. 

■^'our failure as :i physician and healer 
of the |)nblio aore is your mistaken diag- 
nosis of the disease. You have gone 
bai;k of the present dillictilty and at- 
teiiiiited to tell us how to make a better 
kind of a dollar. What the people need 
is to be permitted to earn more dollars 
wtiich are good enough for the present 
necessities. 

While you are constructing a new fin- 
ancial condition tbe people will continue 
to suder from lack of eiii|)loyinent 
ami their pr(!sent grU'i.ring will 
be vastly enhanced. 'Ibey want 
immediate ridief and that can best 
l)e acconiplishcd by the most favorable 
o|iportuiiit ies to earn wages payable in 
our present form of money. 

My excuse for iiddreasing you in this 
manner is the sincere ludief tiial the aji- 
proval of your views by the neople at 
the approaching (dection woiild bring 
upon us the most serious calamity 
which it is now possible to apprehend. 
No foreign war would begin to do our 
country so much harm as the acceptance 
of vour views by the electors of the 
I'nited States.

The Cliiuese Diulomat's Visit to 
France— His Experiences With 
J^ewspaper Men. 



He Asks the Advice of Bismarclc as 
to Mauagiuff a Refractory 
Emperor. 



(Paris Conespondoncx of the Sun Francisco 
Argonaut.) 

The chief topic of late in Paris has 
been the visit of Li Hung Cimng. Tlio 
Parisiane are a set of badiuKls, to ubo 
their own plirase, ami, from the coi^otcea 
to the innrchaiuleB ilea (luatro eaisons, 
tlie I'ai-i6iuiiB love to gape and stare at 
whatever is new or Ktrange. Therefore, 
as Li Iluii!^ Chang is a Cliinese diplouiat 
from the otiier side of the world, and aa 
he wears strango garments and gaudy 
colors, he lias been n well-spring of joy 
to the Pnriaians. He has been stared at 
aa if lie were the Khan of Turtary, which 
lie might very well be, because Li is snaiil 
to come from the Tartar and not from 
the Chinese race. 

Li took up hia quarters when he 
reached here at the Grand hotel, and 
the managers of that caravanaarv at 
once hung out over the entrance what 
they believed to be the Chinese stand- 
ard. It is a red Hag, with a bluish-white 
dragon. It is probable that Li iluiig 
Chang has not the vaguest idea what 
tluB is for, because it is not the Oliineao 
ilag. That, as everyone knows who has 
seen it, if yeUow ami triangular. IS'one 
the less, tlie crowds of i'arisiun biulauds 
remain for hours staring at this noude- 
Bcript Grand hotel orillainme muler the 
idea that it ia the Chinese standard. 
They gaze at it and wait patiently for 
the appearance of the great man. 

He is carrieil up and down the stairs 
and in and out of the court-yard in an 
old-fashioned sodan-chair, which has 
been newly covered with yellow eill:, 
the imperial color of China. The chair 
is an historic one, for it once belonged to 
that famous personage, Mme. de iMain- 
tenon. Li Hung Chang does not like 
the French " lifts " or " elevators." But 
who the deuce does? So he prefers to 
be cniried in a chair. When the aver- 
ago American first strikes a l'"rench 
" lift," he ia escorted there by a brass- 
bound "Buttons," put into the box, the 
door is closed, and tben the brass-bound 
" Buttons," having fastened the door 
on the outside, leaves the traveler alone 
to his fate, and st.irts the macliine; the 
feelings of the Ameriean when he tlin-; 
finds liimself going skyward in a small 
box, in the dark, without any rope in 
sight, and nu means of stopping the in- 
fernal thing, are not to be envied. 

The other Continent.al elevators are 
even worse than the French, and inas- 
much as Li Hung Chang came here by 
way of Germanv, he doubtless had his 
fill of them. Hence his preference for 
the sedan-chair. Of course he is not 
carried around tlie citv ui thij, but rides 
in a (gilded and i;c)rgeciurly caparisoned 
coach, furnished l)y the l-"ri'iu-li govern- 
ment. None the less, iherc tags around 
behind tliis gorgeous coach an ordinary 
fiacre, or hackney I'.irriage — what in 
JSngland they call a " four- wheeler " — 
on top of whi(;h is strapped Mine, de 
Wainienon's old sedan-chair. 

lA Hung Cbang has been rendered 
cautioua by his experience witii news- 
paper men in other countries, and there- 
fore has been very chary about granting 
interviews to French newspaper men. 
When heu'ranted interviews, bis general 
method of procf lure has been lo ask 
questions instead of answering tlieiu. 
Mis caution with the prv'ss is accounted 
for in thiswise: It seems that when 
the Chinese diplomat first reached 
F^uroiie ho conversed freely with the 
dignitaries with whom lie was brouglit 
in contact. The conversation, of course, 
was llirougli interpreters, and f^i 8]ioke 
with great freedom. He was not aware 
of the llueiicy and facilty with wliich 
conversations trav(!l in the (Icciiient. 
He was familiar only with the ingenious 
forms of courtcBV, largely tincliirfil with 
falsehood, which prevail in the Orient. 

When Li met I'rince lliBinarck lie did 
not hesitate to say to him that he, Li, 
thought liisiiuirck the greatest man in 
the world; that he thought (icnnany 
the greatest country in the world; that 
he thought the (jerinan army was the 
brarost and best disciplined army in the 
world ; that he thought there was no 
French soldier or diplomat who could 
compare with Bismarck; that in his 
opinion the French army was inferior to 
the German army; that in case another 
war should break out l)i;tw<'en I'Vaiice 
and Germany, be, hi, was (irmlv cmi- 
vinced that ttie Krencli army would run 
away. This, of course, was merely the 
Cliiueee way of being atrreeable. Li ami 
hie son, the N'iscount Li, spent a bad 
quarter of an hour, two or three days 
afterward, when the French papers 
reached tliein, and w(;re translated by 
their iiiLerpreters ; tliey contained all 
these remarks made by Li, with more 
or less lively comments made upon ttiem 
by the Gallic press. 

Li had also asked the advice and 
counsel of Prince Bismarck as to maniig- 
ing a refractory emperor. He excited 
some consternation in the minds of the 
Prince and bia suite by the e.\treni(.' 
freedom of his remarks concerning the 
German l<;m|)oror, and .his desire to 
learn Homctliing from the Prince as to 
how ho could best manage, his oun. Iii- 
nsinuch us there were scores of obsei pil- 
ous German iiowspa|jer men stLui.lini.' 
around listening to the inlerpreters, 
with their mouths open for chunks of 
information, like dogs waiting for bones, 
it is needless to state that this nnfor- 
,tunate remark of the Chinese diplomat 
was telegraphed all over tlie wnrlil. It 
will probablv reach his august master, 
the Son of fleaven, before Li gets back 
to China, and he will have a fine oppor- 
tunity between now and then to think 
up explaiintiona. 

The aged diplomat ia very naive in 
some of hia methoda, as well as in hia 
conversation. Ho went to the Credit 
Lyonnais, the greatest bank in France 
and OIK! of the greatest in the world, iiiid 
was shown throiiirh the vaults. lit! saw 
the enoriiious (juan titles of gold heaped 
up in the vaults. You may not know it 
in America, but I'rance, although a sil- 
ver-using country, possesses more gold 
than there is in the United .States, and 
lias the largest stock of gold at present 
of any country In the world. When LI 
saw this vast mass of wealth his eyca 
pparkled, and he at once proposed thnt

the Credit Lyonnais should negotiate a 
loan with his government. He wanted 
to settle it then and there, and 
was rather put out when he found that 
it would take time to negotiate a 
government loan. When he was shown 
the bouila and securities, in another part 
of the bank, he picked up a bond for 
twenty-live thousand francs and said to 
the official: "Let me take this for a 
souvenir." Itwaa with much trouble 
that the official succeeded in rescuing it 
from the hands of the aged diplomat. 

But Li evidently determined to correct 
the eflfect of his utterances in Germany; 
when he was the guest of honor at a ban- 
([iiet given at the Klysee by I'resideut 
Faiire, he staled to the pi esidenl that he 
thought the French nation was the 
linest, the moat [lowerful and the most 
civilizeil in the world, and that its army 
was the bravest and the must highly dis- 
ciplined in Luro|ie. His visit to Russia 
is said to have brought about a rap- 
prochement between the Chinese Km- 
))eror and the tireat White Czar. 

In hict Marshal Yaniagata returned to 
Japan convinced that Li Hung C'liau 
had so ti.xed matters that there waa no 
entente cordiale to be expected between 
Russia and Japan. Li will make but 
brief stay in Lngland, and may be ex- 
pected in the Ignited States about I li 
end of .\ugust. There, too, he makes a 
brief stay. But, owing to his high 
position, ho must be entertained by the 
I'resideut in person or by the head of 
his caliinet. 

Li will not visit San Francisco or Call 
fornia. lie will return to China by the 
Canadian Pacilic and Knijirees of India 
line. For diplomatic reasons it has been 
considered undesirable for the Chinese 
Prince to visit a state where so much in 
dignity has been shown to subjects of 
the Emperor of China. 



Mil. DANA'S MANIFESTO. 

The Veteran Editor Denounces and Repudi- 
ates the Doctrims Set Forth In 
the Chicago Platform. 

(Frsm the Kew York Bun.) ; 
Some personal response seems to be 
due to the numerous friends who have 
sought from me an expression of my in- 
dividual opinion as to the duty in the 
present campaign of tlioie who adhere 
to the principles which hitherto have 
characterized the Ilemocratic party. 

The declaration of notions adopted in 
the iiaujc of the Democracy by the Chi- 
cago convention is, for the most part, so 
hostile to the doctrines which have pre- 
vailed in the Democratic jiarty in the 
past, a« to demand its rejection by all 
those who would not abandon the 
Democracy's essential ideas and best 
traditions. 

The Chicago platform invites us to es- 
tablish a currency which will enable a 
man to pay hia debta with half as much 
property as he would have to use in or- 
der to pay tliem now. This proposition 
is dishonest. I do not say that all the 
advocates of the free coinage of silver 
arc dishonest. Thousands of them, niil- 
liona, if there be so miuiy, are doubtless 
honest in intention. But I am unable to 
reconcile with auy ideal of integtity a 
chiinge i 11 the la w which will permit a 
man who baa borrowed a liumlred dol- 
larH lo jiay liisdeht with a hundred doilara 
CLicli one 1)1 which is worth (inly ball as 
much as each dollar he received from 
the lender. 

The Chicago platform sancti -ns the 
use of tbe appointing power of the Pres- 
ident in such a way as to control the 
federal judiciary in deciding questions 
of constitutional law. It contem- 
plates a change in the personnel of the 
.Supreme Court of the United States to 
the «nd that the recent decision declar- 
ing the income tax unconstitutional may 
he reversed. Strange times, indeed, are 
these when a man ia told that in order 
to be a Democrat he must favor the im- 
position of an inc'onie tax and tbe ile- 
Btrnctioii ^of the iiidejiendence of the 
judiciary. 

Still more alarming is the clearly ini- 
plieii apjiroval of .awless violence con- 
tained in the ileiiunciatioii of what is de- 
noiiiiiiated in tbe platform "government 
by injunction." Veiled in tbe language 
of iiiu leration t he wild light of anarchy 
Hliini^s tliroiigb. 

Ill my opinion, without reviewing tbe 
Ohicatjo platforni further, the declarii- 
tions in regard lo the currency, the Su- 
preme Court and the income tax, and 
the rei^reasion of forcible lawlessness by 
the aid of injunctions, are enough to de- 
mand its rejection by all good citizens 
and the defeat of the candidates wlio 
stand upon it. 

I regret exceedingly b> find a disjiosi- 
lioii ipiite prevalent to array the West 
atraiiist the l''ast in the diaciiaHion of 
these lijatters.

Here 
there is no pulitieal bimtihty towiinl the 
West, such 113 IS exuressed toward tbe 
Iviflt by aoiue Weslorn newajiapers and 
public Hjieukerp. (aood idtizeiis i;aii per- 
liaps best aid the cauae of honest money 
and law and order by ilevoting more 
lime to rat,!(jnal argument and less toin- 
cfliiuent almae. 

All questions relating to the tariff have 
become insignificant for the time being, 
in view of the possibility, howi^vei 
alight, that the abliorrent principles of 
the Oliicago platform may prevail. The 
(Inty and the necessity to compass the 
linal ovtM'tlirow of that platform by 
assisting in the defeat of William ,1. 
I?ryan are moat imperative and solemn. 
This may iiifiat certainly be acc(jiii plislied 
by voting for the elect<irs pledged to the 
support of William Mckinley; but I 
have no quarrel with any Democrat who 
adopts any other co irae which seems lo 
him equally well adapted or better 
adapted to the same end.

He does not appear 
to be a niau of mnch more than ordinary 
ability. .\b a thinker we should say 
that .Mr. Uryau dues not pass for much 
among thiiikers, lliit it i.s evident that 
be lias tlie gift of suyirij; what be baa to 
say, wdielber it is wise or foolish, logical 
or illogical, ed'ectively. Will his rej)Uta- 
tion as an orator wearV Can he live up 
to it? That remains to bo proved. He 
bus gone up as a rot;ket; he may come 
limvn as a stick, 

W'e have here in Uanaila a notable in- 
stance of the ijovver which abibty to 
speak, to say wha' he has to say fluently 
and gracefully, gives a miui. It cannot 
he denied that Mr. Laurier's reputation 
ia based on his ability aa a public 
si)eaker. He has not distinguished 
himself in any other way that we have 
ever board of. lie is a silver-tongued 
orator, ft has yet to be jiroved that he 
is anytbiiig else or anything belter.

There 
are many men in Parliament who 
are known to be liiHsuperiors in intellec- 
tual power ami in political kuowledye, 
but there ia not one who is anything 
near bis cipitil in elh-cliveiicss !is a 
speaker.

Not Much Falling OiT in the Average Pack 
for the Last Five Years. 

As there seems to he a very general 
imjiression that the lobster pack this 
year is much smaller tlian other years, 
the Maritime ( irooer has collected lignres 
showing the shipment.^ from Halifax for 
the season, l']) to Saturday, ,liily 11, 
the total Hhi[)ments were '.I'.VitiO, as 
again.-it mi the same date last 

year, or an excess of about 4,100 cases. 
t)f these liS,50U went to Liverpool, as 
against IT.ilOO last year; to London, 
■10,000 as against 32,200; and t'j contin- 
ental ports, 21,000 as against 2S,000 last 
year. The total shiptuenta for 18i)5 were 
less than for 1894 or 1893. lu 1894 the 
total shipments were about 176,000, as 
against IfiO.OOO in 1895; and for 1893 the 
total shipments were alx>ut 180,000. All 
tho figures given atiove include all lob- 
sters exported from Ilalifa.\', wfiether 
the product of Nova Scotia, New llruiis- 
wick, P. L. Island, tJape Breton, Xew- 
foundland, Magdalen islands or Anti- 
eosti. It will be evident from the above 
that there ia not much falling ofl' in tlie 
average number of cases packed for the 
last live years.

(From the Nelson Tribune.) 

The ureal want of Soutlierii Kootenay, 
east and west, is the Crou'a Xeat Pasa 
railway. If the people of the East be- 
come interested in the minea they will 
also become interested in the trade of 
this Bedion of the country. Tho greater 
the develoimieiit attained the uroaler 
the possibilitiea for tliem doini; huainesB 
in tho country. Self-interest, the most 
potent of all factors, will tliereforo in- 
cliae them to lend assistance to the ef- 
forts of the jieople of the Kootenays to 
secure the construction of the Grcnv'a 
Nest Pasa road at the earliest )io.'^sil<le 
date. At prcient, witli tlie brief ac- 
quaintance tliat lOastern people have had 
with the mineral resources of this sec- 
tion of the province, it bids fair 
rapidly to become a question of 
importance to the entire Do- 
minion. By ordinary care Kastern 
people can secure profitable luinint; in- 
vestments at reasonable terms. The re- 
sources of the district; will bear the 
cloeeat sorunity. If people who don't 
know a mine from a milk wagon invest 
before making reasonable investigations 
they deserve to be bitten. Mining in 
Kootenay is a business, not a gamble, 
and it requires ordinary Ijusiuesa care. 
Throughout the East all the leading 
papers, irrespective of ])olitical stripe, 
are advneating the construction of the 
Crow's Nest road. 

The Noble Five Consolidated Com- 
pany baa experienced no difliculty what- 
ever in disposing of the treasurv stock. 
In the East K. M. Shoruum aold" 150,000 
shares, and the 50,000 shares od'ered in 
Kaslo and Sandoii were anapped up very 
quickly. There are atill 100,000 shares 
of stock in the treasury. From the pro- 
ceeds of this sale of stock tlie company 
has $50,000 on hand for development 
purposes. This will be expended upon 
the mill and tramway. 

A fine showing of rich ore is said to 
have been developed on the Bell mineral 
claim at the head of Jackson basin. 
There is likely to be a lively triangular 
legal fight over this properly, aa the 
right of the vendora to convey the 
claim will beattaeketl from twoquarlere. 

George Alexander, of the Internation- 
al Trading Cunipany, has formed a com- 
pany for the pur[)oao of aauipliag and 
purchasing Sloean ores. 

Fobs c*^ McDonnell have been awarded 
a contract by John A. Finch to build a 
wagon road up Ten-mile creek from 
Slocan lake to the Enterprise mine, a 
distance of about eight miles. The 
maximum grade is to be 10 percent., 
but will average about 8.5 per cent, and 
be nearly uniform. ^ 

Some 200 shares oi the Byron N. 
White Company's stock were purchased 
in Nelson last week at if2.50 per share. 
The par value of the shares is 60 cents, 
but the company has declareil dividends 
aggregating 50 per cent, during the past 
twelve months, which readily accounts 
for the premium paid. 

Briggs Brothers claim to have made a 
valuable strike of rich ore on tlieir re 
cently located claim. Stars anti Striues, 
on the fiouth fork of Kaslo creek. It ia 
said that there is a four fcot vein of clean 
galena. 

The Canadian Pacific Mining and 
Milling Company's coacentrator will be 
running not later than October 16. The 
company's holding consists of four 
claims on Woodbury creek near Ains- 
wortb, upon which ' considerable work 
has been done in a quiet way. On one 
claim there is already a 1 1-foot shaft, 
and an aggregate of 500 feet of tunnels 
on the otliers. There are large l)odies of 
low grade ore exposed. The company 
recently improved its water |)ower by 
building 1,L';J0 feet of flume, 3 by feet 

inches, increasing the power up to 300 
horse power. The head is something 
over 80 feet. 

0. L. Webb, of Seattle, in epeaking of 
the Montezuma claim in the Slocan. 
which he recently secured on a $25,000 
bond, says the vein on the surface is 
from three to ten feet wide, and has been 
uncovered for a distance of 60 feet. 
Aside from surface prospecting the No. 

1 tunnel is in 98 feet, in ore all the way. 
The ore for the most part ia concentrat- 
ing, 4,030 tons of which, ia now in sight. 
Above the tunnel this ore will run :!0 
ounces in silver and 20 per cent. lead. 
There is some first class ore which will 
run 70 ouncen in silver and from (it) to 70 
])er cent. lead. No. 2 tunnel, 100 feet 
below Xo. 1, is now in ;i0 feet. There is 
a small streak of ore coming in which 
will run from 7 to 10 ounces in silver.

One 
assay ran -100 ounces silver and 20 per 
cent, copper. 

John Howard, Agnes Willy and Dan 
Crawford have conveyed their interests 
in the Bullion and Mayflower in the 
Slocan to C. S. Fall and li. W, Ferguaon- 
Pollok, of Victoria. T. G. Proctor, of 
Balfour, is also largely interested in 
these claims. 

Frank Fitch, Alec McLeod and Wil- 
liam Franklin have located a fine goM 
prospect on the south slope of Woodbury 
creek, about two miles from Kootenav 
lake. Thirteen assays of quartz froiii 
across the four foot ledge, averaged .$20 
in gold and 100 ounces in silver.

One of the greatest strikes in tho liia- 
tory of the camp was made this week in 
the Mugwump. This claim liea just 
north of the War F>agle and Iron Mask 
and tho Gem lead, which was opened 
last year and known to carry a good 
body of liigb gr.ulo u.e. The" ore was 
reached at a depth of about 20 feet last 
Monday and by Tuesday the entire bot- 
toui of the shaft was in a solid mass of 
ore of good grade. The entire shaft has 
been sunk in clay and gravel and the 
ore was found without the usual iron 
capping. 

The latest indications point to the 
successful closing of the War Eagle deal. 
.\s already stated an eflbrt was made to 
break down the deal in Lontlon. The 
War Eagle company saw through tho 
game and resolved to stand by Mr. Cor- 
bin. They gave him an extension on 
the option in order that ho might coun- 
teract the influence that had been exert- 
ed against him in London. 

Another rich strike has been made in 
tho South Belt. G. A. Pounder, a cap- 
italist from Everett, Wash., who ar- 
rived here some weeks ago and who, in 
connection with his experts, examined 
many properties in the camp, ))uri;ha8ed 
on Saturday last the Silver Belle group, 
lying south' of the Lily i\Iay and com- 
prising the Nancy Lee, Lone Jack, Djex 
and Stock Eichange, through Messrs. 
Cover and Tibbitt, for a cash considera- 
tion of $10,000. Mr. Pounder immedia- 
tely commenced work on hia properties 
and the first few shots disclosed a vein 
of 12 feet wide of steel galena, carrying 
gold. Four assays taken from ditlerent 
places across tlie lead showed that 
there was shipping ore right from 
the surface. Tliev are aa fol- 
lows; $85.20, $21.35, !f42.',l(;, $42.29. 

A l)ig strike baa been made on the 
Heather Bell, situated on Sullivan 
creek, ten miles north of Rossland. The 
claim is owned by Samuel Forteath, 
Alexander Mowat, James Mowat, James 
Davidson and James Barnes. Two men 
have been sinking a shaft and are now 
down twelve feet. The entire bottom of 
the shaft, which is six feet wide, ia now 
in ore. It is the usual iron sulphide, 
but is more gritty than that generally 
found in this camp. In texture and a])- 
pearance under the glass it strongly re- 
sembles the high gra<le ore in the Jum- 
bo, tho color, however, being darker. 
The assays on the surface ran a trace in 
gold ; at ten feet they showed .$0.00 in 
gold, and at the present dejUh they show 
$i;?.()0 in gold and a little copper. The 
strike is a very important one. It is 
the lirat discovery of a large body of 
good ore on Sullivan creek. 

The east end of the Josie is in the 
finest kind of clover. The Poorinan 
tunnel goes into the east end of the 
Josie at a point directly under the Poor- 
man,ehaft, which is near the line. The 
shaft is down about 40 feet, while the 
tunnel is 40 feet below. The drift being 
run by the Josie from the shaft is now 
in four feet of solid shipping ore clear 
over. It ia as tine a breast of ore as one 
would care to look at, the vein being 
nearly seven feet through. An air pipe 
has been taken over the hill to t'le I'oor- 
man and drills will be put to work in 
the mine at this point. The Josie has 
also four feet of fine ore in the shaft be- 
ing sunk at the mouth of her working 
tunnel. The condition of the mine was 
never before so favorable as it is now.

A LOST OllCllID. 

One Tliousnnd Pounds Oireied for a Rare 
Specimen— Its Mysterious 
Disappearance. 

A rewanl of £1,000 is now being offer- 
ed by Messrs. Sanders & Company, the 
orchid importers of St. Alban's, Eng., 

for a growing plant of the Cypripediuin 
Fairieanum, " tlie lost orchid." It ia in 
Calcutta that tlie rowtird is being olfor- 
ed, lor this pric(>ll'.s^s llower is not likely 
to ho fotiiid in Keiiiiington park or Koah- 
erville garden.s ; but lielioviug that any- 
thing that I'ould he discovered about the 
jihint would be iiiteregting to llio world 
at large as well as to every orchidiBt, a 
Daily .Mail repreFeiitativii placed hitn- 
self in couununicatioii with the ' Orchid 
King," as .Mr. Sanders is called, and ob- 
tained the following reliable informa- 
tion. For nearly forty years tliis pretti- 
est of all Ibe "ladies' slipper" 
variety of plant has eluded the search 
of the argus-eyed professional collectors. 
Treasure has been spent and strange ad- 
ventures have been experienced m the 
hops of securing even one plant of it. 
Literally thousands of pounds have been 
spent by Messr.s. Sanders in the hunt 
lor this little tloral gem, iiiul many an 
intreiiid collector, after enduring fearful 
iiiisejy in the swamps and jungles, has 
rettirnetl home einpty-haiideil. l'"oster- 
inaii, who was one of the searchers, was 
kept prisoner by a h i be of wandering 
Indians in tlie mountains for many 
months, and had to light for them in 
their (luarrels witli other tribes, until be 
escaped, after undergoing frightful mis- 
eries and terrible dnngers from wild 
bea.sl 9. 

What is the history of the orchid 
which is, so far, lost? it came to Oal- 
ctittti in 1857 in a casual way, three or 
four plants turning up unnamed in a 
box of plants sent to tlie Calcutta Bo- 
tanic gardens. Where it came from re- 
mains a mystery to the iiresent day, and 
its native habitat is iiuite unknown. 
It was sent on to F.ngland to Mr. Fairis, 
of Liverpool, and hence its name. The 
plants lloiirisliecl well and were sold in 
some nnmbcis in London. indeed, 
twenty years after its introduction in 
this hap-hiizaril way it could he bought 
at a guinea a plant. And then it 
vanished ; and although ell'orts have 
been made to reproduce this beautiful 
orchid from seed grown in this country, 
such ell'orts have always failed, the 
B|)ccial insects necessary for the fertil- 
ization process and'the requisite climat- 
ic conditions being only found in its 
mossy, fog-laden mountain home at tlie 
base of the majestic Himalayas. That, 
at least, is delared by all the authorities 
to be its iirobable home. Assam 
liliotan concealsi the treasure. But it is 
strange, indeed, that no man baa seen 
species in its own home since the un- 
known one sent his original lot to the 
Calcutta garilens. 

Kach Indian mail brings to St. -ilba 
letters upon tlie subject, and one well 
known hunter and guide intinnites a 
positive knowledge of the habitat of the 
lost orchid. He feels confident of earning 
the tbon.sand pounds. Incidentally he 
speaks of a white orchid as large as a 
big inverted bell, highly perfumed 
There is interest in tliis man's story, 
for, unwittingly, he describes an orna 
mental plant which was sent home with 
the original consignment of the Fairiea 
num, and— like the latter— has neve 
been sent home since. Docs the 
"Orchid King" hope to rediscover tl 
lost ori^hid? The roriianee of oridiid 
trading is too full of wonderful finds to 
permit him to abandon hope, and his 
own experiences supply encouraging 
materials. 

For seventy years the grand " Flenr 
del'aradis" was lost in uuieli the same 
manner, and Lord Howe, who owneil a 
specimen, refused five hundred guineas 
for it. .Mr. .Sanders in those 
days prophesied that he would 
rediscover that old labiata, and make 
£10,000 out of it. He fnlfilied his pro- 
phecy so far as the discovery went, and 
doubtless he made the expected five 
figures out of it; but about that part of 
the story tl.e word is "mum," for the 
income tax peo(ile are listening. While 
ail the world had lieen hunting for it, 
the plant had been growing in millions 
in the Parahylia wooiIh ; and the feelings 
of the miner who suddenly strikes a rich 
reef are callousness compared with l!u' 
emotion of ,\Ir. Sanders' ciil lector when 
his eyes first fell upon this precious

plant growing insuch prodigal profusion 
This firm, and indeed several lirms, have 
small armies of specially trained collec- 
tors scouring every quarter of the globe 
for rare orchids.

The auditorium of the First Presby- 
terian church was well tilled last night 
at tha opening session of the union 
missionary conference. Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell presided and conducted devotional 
exercises from 7 :30 to 8 o'clock. Rev. 
Dr. McLaren, of Toronto, was then intro- 
duced and gave a masterly survey of 
foreign mission work, lie said that 
while the Ueformers in the Kith century 
aud the Danes and Dutch in the 17th 
century had made slight attempts at the 
evangelization of the world, it had been 
reserved for liritish I'rotestaiUifim tj in- 
atigniate the real work of foreign mis- 
sions. In 17!t2 Will. Carey waa sent to 
India. Then followed the London Mis- 
sionary .Society in 17l).">, the Church 
Missionary Society in 17",IG. TbeChuruh 
of Scotland embarked in foreign mission- 
ary work in 1821. On this continent the 
missionary spirit found expression in the 
A. B. C. Foreign Mission in 1810. To- 
day every branch of Anglo-Saxon Pro- 
testantism has its foreign missionary 
agency. A great change was noted in the 
attitude of the nations towards missioiniry 
enterprise within the century. When 
Carey went to India he had to seek from 
the Danish Hag the iiroteetion which 
was denied him by the union jack. 
Koht. ISIorrison in China was not al- 
lowed to preach, but had to take the 
position Id' interpreter, while filling 
which he wtis able to compose a gram- 
mar and dictionary of the language, as 
well as translate the whole of the Bible. 
Now India and China from end to end 
are open to the missionary and every- 
where he is protected by the arm of the 
law. ,Iapan, Korea, Africa, the South 
Sea Islands, all stand with open doors to 
welcome the missionary of tlie cross. 
The speaker noted that the strategic 
lioints of the world are controlled by 
Christianity. Palestine of old, the cen- 
tre of Divine illumination, was not only 
centrally located, but came into contact 
with it. -Ml the great nations of the 
]iast were brought in. Later Antiocb, 
.Alexandria, Rome, (ierniany and Brit- 
ain had held positions of commanding 
influence. .-Vdiled to this the considera- 
tions that the forces of nature, electric- 
ity, steam engine, etc, are in the hands 
of Protestant Christianity, and that the 
visible church is a training school for 
foreign mission work and one sees a 
power greater than the greatest army 
that ever entered a battlefield. Yet 
with all such power and organization the 
work is to be accomplished only under 
the guidance anil by the life-giving en- 
ergy of the Holy Spirit. 

Kev. R. P. McKay, secretary of the 
foreign ndssioii corninittee of the Prcs- 
bytorian^Cliurcli of Canada, followed 
with an interesting address, dealing 
with some of the ditliculties encountered 
in work among the heathen. The root 
(.lidiculty lies in tlienatural enmity of the 
heart to God. This natural enmity Sa- 
tan has intensified by using the litilit 
that glimmers from reason and con- 
science as if rendering unnecessary the 
fuller light of revidalion. The commer- 
cial interests of the liijuor and opium 
trallic and the paralysis of the church 
at home were atlditional barriers. 
Yet in spite of difHculties the work ia 
advancing. In 1840 only five treaty 
ports of China wereopen. Now tliereaie 
:;il,()'.lu Christians there. Twenty-two 
years ago the first church was organized 
in ,Iapan. To-ilay there are ;^ll,ti(iO Chris- 
tians there; while the indirect results, 
such as the abolition of the niurilur of 
children, suicide, human sscrifices and 
the education of the young, cannot be 
estimated. 

The sessions of the conference to-day 
will he held in the Metropolitan Metho- 
dist church.
